Washington, February 16.—Con- 
gressional approval of the British debt 
funding settlement virtually was com- 
pleted tonight when the senate passed 
the house funding bill.

The bill was returned to the house 
for adjustment of amendments not re- 
lating to the plan for funding the 
British debt of $4,604,000,000 over

Washington, February 16.—The 
vote was reached after 7 o'clock after 
a session of eight hours and a total. 
of’ four days of debate. The bill 
was passed a week ago by the house 
after one day’s discussion and goes 
to conference with a certainty of en- 
actment before congress adjourns, 
Chairman McCumber, of the finance 
committee, Senator Smoot, republican, 
Utah, a member of the finance com- 
mittee, and also of the allied debt 
commission, and Senator Williams, 
democrat, Mississippi, were appointed 
as the conferees for the senate. 

Only two important senate amend- 
ments are in dispute between senate 
and house. These are the amendment 
of Senator Robinson, democrat, Ar- 
kansas, providing for approval by 
congress instead of president of fund- 
ing agreemefts with other nations, 
and one by Senator Harris, democrat, 
Georgia, providing for appointment 
of three democrats on the allied debt 
commission. Both were adopted by 
the senate without record votes, The 
Robinson amendment was accepted by 
administration leaders but they op- 
posed that of Senator Harris and said 
it would be dropped out in conferenee 
if it threatened to delay enactment 
of the legislation.

BARRETT RENDERS 
FAR-REACHING DECISION 
Savannah, Ga., February 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In an exhaustive decision, 
comprising several thousand words, 
Judge William H. Barrett, of the 
southern distriet of Georgia federa: 
today laid down general in 
terpretations of the law . governing 
the necessary legal qualities of searcn 
warrants which must be issued for 
search of premises, places of business 
und resicences, seizure of automo- 
biles and other preperty, including 
liquors, and defining the general rute 
tor the methods to be employed by 
officers in this territory in enfore- 
ing in the prohibition law. 

The decisions are fur-reaching, 


| While they affect a dozen or so cases 


of local origin, and gas they will be 
used asa guide to prosecution of viv- 
iuteurs in the whele territory and will 
be used in advisory way probably by 


| otficials in man; other sections, the 
gnnouncement of Judge Barretts 
findings is of more than even Geor- 
gia interest. 

Must Be Explicit. 

Judge Barrett beld tnat there must 
be search warrants issued before 
raids are made, and further, that the 
warrants must be full and cumplete 
und explicit, setting forth the identity, 
nume or description of the person 
whose premises are to be searched, 
and recuvunting the specific and par- 
ticular grounds upon which such 
search is to be made. 

He rules that generally such search 


| Warrant must be served in the day- 


t:me, unless the affidavits are sure 
the property sought is on the person 
or in the place to be searched, when 
the wurant may be served either day 
or night. Lhe warrant in the case 
would contain direction for such serv- 
ice. Under the ruling officers are 
required to receipt for property or 
urticles thus feund. 

The ruling declares that the war- 
rant itself must contain the names

The ruling is of great interest in 
many quarters, since it makes it clear 
that there can be no search of private 
tesidences unless such residences are 
used for the illegal sale of liquor. 

Anothr point which affects many 
eases is the ruling that property 
seized by officers under due process 
of search warrant need not be re- 
turned if the possession of such prop 
erty is shown to constitute a crime. 
The court held that officer. have no 
right to search suit cuses or trunks 
or even automobiles without proper 
warrants, the raling alluding to pos- 
sible “too costly Impairment of rights” 
ot citizens. 

Avoid Possible Murder. 

It is held in the ruling, too, that 
it is unjustifiable to put in danger 
the lives of persons by firing at flee- 
ing automobiles, declaring that while 
“a fleeing automobile may be defiance 
of law, a poorly aimed shot may re- 
sult in murder.” 

The court was careful to point out 
that ‘‘fundamental rights must not 
be depe ndent upon the varying char- 
acteristics of officers.” The ruling 
incidéntally said that it is an inva- 
sion of rights to stop automobiles by 
placing nail-studded boards on the 
roadway. 

Automobiles illegally seized and 
i are directed returned to 
their owners. Whisky taken under 
illegal warrants cannot be used as 
evidence against the defendants.

of the prohbibi amendment, and 
quoted copiously from the laws and 
other decisions. 

Alluding to. the law covering defi- 
nition of lawful seizure, Judge Bar- 
rett said: 

“This means that an officer can 
stop any one, without probably cause 
for believing that. he has liqvor’ on 
his person, and search is justified, if. 
However, if means only that in the 
event of a citizen being arrested for, 
say, being drunk or disorderly, and, 
after his arrest, he is searched and 
liquor is found on him, then thia is 
lawful, and the liquor can be retained 
and can be used against the accused 
under a eharge of violating the na- 
tional prohibition act. 

May Be Too Costly. 

“The enforcement of a law by the 
impairment of rights may be too cast- 
ly. The repeal of a wise and guod 
law may be brought about by its 
harsh and reckless enforcement. Offi- 
cers, above all others, should obs-rve 
the law. They shouid not, as a re 
sult of undue eniLasiasm or-by nar 
rowed vision, wrongfully trespass 
upon the rights of others. They 
should not lose a prorer sense of 
relative values of rights a:d duties, 

“They should not. for instance, 
jeopardize lives by firing +t automeo- 
biles in the hope of puncturing tires, 
whem a slight misaim may result in 
death, even though the automobile 
might be occupied by a violator of 
the law. Especially should this be 
forborne when inevitably, at times, 
mistakes will be made and a ear shot 
at will be occupied by those who are 
entirely innocent. 

“It must not be forgotten that the 
innécent may be apprehensive of at- 
tack from others than officers of the 
law, and may, especially in the dark- 
ness and in unfrequented roadways, 
hesitate at a signal to stop, and may 
conscientiously believe that their only 
safety is in flight. A fleeing aute- 
mobile may be defiance of law. but a 
badly aimed shot may ve murder. 

. “Liberty means more than noncon- 
finement in Jails ; it means the right 
to enjoy one’s life uninterruptedly and 
uninterfered with, so long as the 
rights of others be not invaded and 
so long as the laws of the land are 
not violated in a way that will evi-e 
dence probable cause of such viola- 
tion. 

“The conscientions and tactful of- 
ficer must know that these charae-. 
teristics do not always exist, and. 
that sometimes power produces harsh: 
disregard of the rights of others, and 
recklessness in the exhibition of such 
power 

Fundamental Rights. 

“Fundamental rights must not de- 
pen! upon the varying characteristics: 
of officers. Equaliy is it an invasion: 
of a right, though the results be not; 
so disastrous, to place across a road’ 
a plank with nails standing upright. 
so as to puncture the tires of an. 
automobile as to which there is ne 
evidence showing probable cause that 
2 is being used in violation of the: 
aw, 

“If death should ensue by reason 
of a misaimed shot, and a proseeu- 
tion were institeted in the state courts 
for the committed crime, not o 
might conviction of murder be ha 
but the case could not even re- 
moved to the federal court for trial, 
unless in addition to the fact that 
the aet was done in the enforcement 
of a federal law, three other things 
were shown: 

“1. That the defendant had rea- 
sonable cause to believe and honestly 
did believe that the party injured or 
killed was violating the federal law 
in the presence of him who did the 
shooting ; 

“2. That he who did the shooting 
honestly and with reason believed that 
in order to arrest the violator of the 
federal law it was necessary for the 
officer to fire his gun at the depart- 
ing automobile which held the viola- 
tor, and to take the chance of shoot- 
ing its occupants; and 

“3. That the confinement which 
the prisoner is suffering and will be 
required to endure while his case pro 
ceeds to trial and disposition in the 
state courts will so seriously inter- 


'fere with the United States, or with 
the operations of its government, that 


his is @ case of emergency or urgeuey 
which justifies and requires departure 
from the general rule, and a discha 

of petitioner before his trial in 
state court, 

“And, then, wherever tried, the ef- 
ficer would still be faced with the 
necessitv for showing, in the case of 
the fleeing felon, that there was no 


‘other reasonably apparent method of 
effecting the arrest or preventing the 


escape, and that he has in other re 
spects performed his duty, 
“In the case of a misdemeanor, the 


| general rule is that an officer has no 


right, except in self-defense, to kill 
the offender to effect his arrest, and 
that the ‘killing of a fleeing person 
under such circumstances would 
amount to murder.’ 

Specific Cases. 


The effect of the ruling is best il- 
lustrated by the turn of the specifie 
cases upon which the general deei- 
sion, after conference of court and 
counsey, was announced. The defend- 
ants are local people. <A _ brief. his- 
tory of the different cases elieting 
decision of various points is as fol- 
lows: 

The automobile of Willard Eason 
was seized by prohibition agents and 
a quantity of “shine” was found 
The oficers did not have a warra ‘t, 
they blocked the road with automo- 


biles. 

The store of 8S. Kaplan, 450 Jof- 
ferson street, was raided, a smaij 
quantity of whisky was found. The 
agents had a warrant, which, under 


the ruling of Judge Barrett, was ce- 


fectivé. 

The lace of Joe Koenigsberg, 412 
West Congress street was enterrd 
by agents, a quantity of whisky was 
found concealed in the store. The 
warrant was defective. 

The place of Joe Greenberg and 
Jennie Friedman, was entered 
by officers under authority of a de- 
warrant. A quantity of in- 
toxicating liquors was found. 

Officers raided the store of N.& 
and Mrs. Jayo, on the Augusta road, 
a small quantity ef liquor was found 
in the store. The warrant was dge- 
fective. 

A small amount of liquors wag 
found in the place of Mr. and Mea. 
Cohen, the warrant was defective. 

In the case of George Miller, @ 
taxi driver, and Helen Hadley, ‘he 
officers seized.an automobile and sev 
eral sniteases at Ways station, They 
had no warrant. The suitcases of 
l«quor were heing removed from: the 
automobile near the depot while the 
train was approaching. The officers 
seized the suniteases and the antome- 
bile. In which one or two suitcases 
had been left. 

All Defendants Win. 

In all of the above cases the da 
fendants wen. Thei? property, if any 
other than liquor was seized, must be 
returned. The liquor can not 
used as evidence against them, as it 
seized in an illegal manner. 

In the case of Fred Kramer. a 
quantity of liquor was found In 4 
field. The agents had no warrant. 
the barn the officers seized ap 
and some papers, in nddi- 
tion to the liquor in the field. Jndge 
Barrett held that the barn was in the 
curtilage of the dwelling b «se and 
the liquor could not be seized witn- 
eut a warrant. He ordered the «u 
tomobile and the papers returned. 

As to the liquor found in the field 
he held that was not in the curtilaze 
and could not be used as ev d-nce 
against whoever might be proved to 
be In POSSPSSIOD of the premisés.

Secretary of State McLendon Discusses 


Shipping Bill From Market Viewpoint 


——— 


Editor Constitution: I want to thank 
you, and highly commend your editorial on 
the shipping bill that appeared in The 
Constitution on Thursday, February 15. 

A redundant issue of paper money is al- 
Ways a resnit of war. During the revolu- 
tionary war over $80 per capita of paper 
money was issued by the Continental con- 
gress. ‘This money declined in purchasing 
power as it passed from hand to hand and, 
under the act of 1792, was redeemed at one 
cent in the dollar. 

At the outbreak of the Civil war in 1861, 
the congress of the United States, after 
obtaining by the sale of bonds practically 
all of the loanable funds in the north, 
proceeded to issue paper money, and this 
money was declared to be legal tender for 
all debts, public and private. Unwittingly, 
the United States congress rendered it prac- 
tically impossible to sell government bonds 
at home or abroad, because, under the law 
authorizing the issue of greenbacks, these 
greenbacks would be legal tender in the 
payment of government bonds. 

Greenbacks quickly began to decline in 
purchasing power as compared with gold, 
and the misleading statement that gold 
was at a premium came into vogue as a 
means of disguising the falling value of 
paper money. The. most humorous event 
in the fiscal history of mankind occurred 
in connection with greenbacks. Congress 
declared them ‘a legal tender, and afierwards 
enacted: ‘‘That no national banking asso- 
ciation shall hereafter offer or receive 
United States notes or national bank notes 
as security or as collateral security for 
any loan of money, or for a consideration 
shall agree to withhold the same from use, 
or shall offer to receive the custody or 
promise of cttstody of such notes as security, 
or as collateral security, or consideration 
for any loan of money,”’ 

Unable to enlarge with safety its paper 
issues, and wnable to sell bonds, the gov- 
ernment found itself confronted with a 
financial situation of extreme embarrass- 
ment. Money had to be raised to carry 
on the war, It was in this situation that 
the government created a market’ for its 
bonds by providing for the organization of 
national banks, which were giver the right 
to deposit with the United States 5 per cent 
government bonds and the right to issue 
national bank notes up to 90 per cent of 
the bonds deposited. Thus the government 
subsidized national banks and 
passed on to them the right to issue paper 
money. 

Of Paramount Concern. 

This action on the part of the government 
created a market for United States bonds, 
und such a market at that time was e@ 
matter of paramount concern to the United 
States. The United States today finds 
itself confronted with a somewhat similar 
At the outbreak of the world war 
neither the government of Great Britatn, 
nor the government of the United States, 
Was engaged in the business of ocean trans- 
portation in competition with private cap!- 
tal. Neither government owned nor operated 
a merchant marine, but both governments 
found themselves compelled to construct with 
great haste, and in large numbers, merchant 
ships, es @ war necessity. 

According to the sixth annual report of 
the United States shipping board, our total 
investment in government-owned merchant 
ships, an investment made solely for war 
purposes, was three end one-half billion 
dollars. What British merchant ships cost 
the British treasury I do not know. Im- 
mediately after the war, however, Great 
Britain promptly disposed of her merchant 
ships and received for them about $100 per 
ton. She doubtless foresaw that there 
would be more ships offered for sale than 
could be sold. The United States did not 
act so promptly. The cost per ton of the 
American merchant maripe was around $300. 
The United States, having on its hands e 
vast fleet of merchant ships, built for war, 
undertook to carry on the business of a 
common carrier on the seas by using ats 
merchant vessels. The Unite@ States has 
been in this business of common carrier for 
about four years, and the experiment has 
been costly to the people and of no advant- 
age to shippers. 

Views of Shipping Board. 

The shipping board has not found it 
possible to employ so much as one-third of 
the merchant ships owned, nor has the ship- 
ping board been able to dispose of her sur- 
plus anerchant ships as Great Britain did. 

The board says, page 192: 

“From the time sales were resumed to 
the end of the fiscal year 59 steel ships, 
totaling 359,577 dead-weight tons and 249,- 
869 gross tons. were sold for a total of 
$0,753,757. In addition there were sold 28 
wooden and concrete ships totaling 98,918 
dead-weight tons and 71,921 gross tons for 
a total of $247,923.’’ 

The shipping board, therefore, received 
for 59 steel ships $27,12 per dead-weight 
ton, and for 28 wooden and concrete ships 
$2.50 per dead-weight ton. 

Discussing this question of a market for 
our idle ships, the board says on page 190: 

“A study of world ship markets indl- 
cated that a price of about $30 per dead- 
weight ton would be falr for the best steel 
cargo tonnage. It was not to be expected 
that any price established would result in 
the sale of more than a very small portion 
of the fleet until conditions had been estdb- 
lished by legislation which would make it 
possible for efficient American operators to 
compete with vessels of foreign flags.’’ 

On page 194, the board says:

What Will We Do? 

What will the United States do with this 
stupenduus burden? The shipping board’s 
on page 239, would seem to indi- 
cate that the excess of cash outgo over 
cash income, in the division of operations, 
was $74,216,233.42. The total number of 
tons, imports and exports, of our foreign 
trade carried in government-owned ships for 
year ending June 30, 1922, covering al! 
American ports was 10,948,294 tons. The 
people of the United States, therefore, lost 
out of pocket on every ton of ocean com- 
merce carried in their ships $6.78. 

President Harding says this is not good 
business. He tells you frankly that there 
is no market for your 10,000,000 tons of 
shipping, and he tells you further, that 
the United States congress must create a 
market for this shipping or create conditions 
which will invite American capital to buy 
these ships and operate them under the 
American flag; and he further tells you 
that only in this way can we build up 
an American merchant marine. 

The shipping board has already hung out 
the auction flag, and no bidders, American 
or foreign, have been induced to come for- 
ward. Foreign bidders will never come 
forward. A great revolution in ship build- 
ing and ship operation has been in progress 
for the past few years, in the conversion 
of coal burning t6 oil burning ocean-going 


vessels. Not only has this great revolution 


“been guing on, but the introduction of the 


Diesel engine, or internal combustion engine, 
is pushing this revolution forward with 
amazing force. The shipping board has one 
Diesel-engine ship. Not another coal bura- 
ing ocenzn-going vessel will likely ever be 
constructed. Oi] fuel is so much cleaner 
and so much cheaper, and is such a tre 
mendous factor in the reduction of cost of 
building, that we see great ship construc- 
tion on up to date models going on every- 
where, except in the United States. Here 


. We are over-burdened with merchant ships. 


The department of commerce shows that 
the gross tons of ship building on June

Germany (estimated) 500,000 tons. From 
the same source it is shown that Germany 
in 1921 had only 654,000 tons of merchant 
marine, and that in 1922 she had 1,783,000 
tons, 

Can anyone explain why British owners 
should construct nearly two million tons 
while America is offering ten mfllion tons 
on the bargain counter? 

It is perfectly plain why foreign conn- 
tries will not buy our ships, and the rea- 
son is, that these countries are building 
new ships under modern conditions that can 
be. operated more cheaply than our ships, 
and our Macedonian cry amuses, but does 
not seriously interest them. The only pos- 
sible marfet on earth for our ships is to 
provide by law for the creation of American 
steamship companies, that will buy our 
ships and operate them in competition with 
foreign steamship companies; but to induce 
the organization of American steamship com- 
panies we must put these newly formed 
companies on a footing of equality with 
foreign subsidized lines, which employ labor 
at lower wages than American ship owners 
will be required to pay. 

We protect American seamen, but we do 
not protect the owners of the ships who give 
employment to these seamen. If corgress 
can induce American capital to organize 
steamship companies to purchase and op- 
erate our vast fleet of idie ships, it 
may be possible for congress to save these 
government ships. It will be far better 
to give them to American steamship com- 
panies, just as we gave millions of acres 
of land to railroad companies, and get them 
to put the ships into service, than to let 
them go to ruin. If these ships were! given 
to American steamship companies these 
companies will still have to spend large 
sums in re-conditioning them and preparing 
them for service. The shipping board itself 
is reconditioning now one ship at a cost of 
$6,681,0941.68. On this point see page 174 
of the sixth annual report. The board is 
spending to recondition and convert one ship 
nearly one-half as much as a ship subsidy 
would cost for a whole year. 

If this congress does nothing, a year 
will elapse before another congress will 
have an opportunity to deal with this great 
business problem, this economic problem. 
It is not a political question, it is a burn- 
ing practical question. ‘The people’s money 
is being burned out of their pockets at the 
rate of nearly $7.00 per ton for every ton 
of freight we haul in government-owned and 
operated ships, and the people get absolutely 
nothing in return for their money. 

Of foreign buyers there are none, 
will be none. 

Of domestic buyers there are none, and 
will be mone, unless congress shall, by 
intelligent legislation, provide the means 
for the sale or giving away of our merch- 
ant ships under such conditions as will 
insure their being put into service under 
the American flag. The proposal to subsidize 
an American merchant marine is opposed 
very naturally by all foreign shipping com- 
panies, They are perfectly satisfied to 
see us play with the problem of govera- 
ment ownership and operation, and lose 
money. The fvreigners are now carrying 
50 per cent of our commerce; they would 
like to carry more of it. 

The house of representatives has alrcady 
passed the ship subsidy bill, and if that 
bill is not perfect, the senate should per- 
fect it, but the senate should, Dy al 
means, pass a sane and sensible ship sub- 
sidy bill before its adjourument on March 
4, and the people throughout the country 
should write or wire to their senators, urg- 
ing them to support the president, or offer 
some better plan. 

It is myopic statesmanship to merely 
offer opposition. To collect fifty to seventy- 
five million dollars @ year by federal taxa- 
tion and waste it in carrying out a theory 
will not prove satisfactory to the people 
who pay the taxes. 

The president thinks it wiser to spend ten 
or fifteen million dollars a year in sub. 
sidies, than to lose fifty to seventy-five 


and 


million dollars a year in operation.

A REAL HEART TONIC. 

Tonic means continuous muscular 
contraction, Doctors speak of tonic 
spasm and clonic spasm or convul- 
sions. The muscles overlying such an 
acute inflammation as appendicitis 
are in tonic contraction. The muscle 
spasm in tetanus (“lockjaw’’) is ton- 
ic; the spasm or convulsion of epilep- 
sy is clonic. The muscular contrac- 
tions in chorea (St. Vitus dance) are 
clonic. 

A tonic is anything which increases 
tone in an organ or overcomes relaxa- 
tion, weakness or debility. } 

A whip unquestionably arouses a 
fired, exhausted or lazy horse momen- 
tarily but is a whip good medicine 
for the horse when you have a long, 
long way to go or a heavy load to 
pull up hill? Not if it is your horse— 
all right for some other fellow’s horse 
if you don’t care what condition the 
horse may be in when you return bim 
to the owner. 

A man “doping” himself habitually 
with heart tonic and nerve tonic is in 
the same boat with the fellows Irvin 
Cobb used to know; if Cobb didn’t 
know them he will make their ac- 
quaintance soon or late. They were 
well in the middle of the lake in a 
rowboat they had rented for the aft- 
ernoon when Isaac cried “Lookit, we 
gotta leak! The boat’s filling witb 
water!” Abe continued to row. “We 
should worry,” he replied™ cheerful'y. 
“It ain’t our boat.” 

Anything that happens to be good 
for what ails you when you are de- 
bilitated, is a tonic, although I don’t 
think what a man is conventionally 
supposed to take in such circum- 
stances has any such effect. 

As for medicines, the one which 
many sufferers from real or imaginary 
heart weakness so frequently abuse, 
without a thought about whose beat 
they are in, is strychinin. Strychnin 
convulsions—too often demonstrated 
by children in households where tnis 
drug is abused—are tonic like those 
of lockjaw, but the breathing mus- 
cles are chiefly involved and their 
rigid contraction prevents breathing 
and induces aspyxia; the heart mus- 
cle is little affected. Indeed, there 
is very little ground for the notion 
that strychnin is a tonic; it is ab- 
surd to imagine that frequent or habi- 
tual resort to strychnin will keep a 
weak or diseased heart working right. 
Strychnin is a stimulant to breath- 
ing, in serious illnesses or emergen- 
cies when the respiration fails, but 
it can not be considered a_ heart 
tonic. 

Digitalis and several other drugs 
of the same class act as a_ heart 
tonic in certain disease tonditions 
when administered in suitable doses 
and at proper intervals for individ- 
ual requirements. These heart tonics 
are capable of doing real harm wher 
taken indiscriniinately, for they .g- 
gravate some disease conditions. So 
unless one is unconcerned about the 
fate of the boat it is well to leave 
digitalis to the judgment of one’s 
own doctor. 

Exercise is the real heart tonie, 
after all. In the most successful 
treatment for various kinds of heart 
impairment first rest, later gradually 
increasing doses of exercise, build re- 
serve power and diminish the liability 
to heart failure. If the exercise is 
accompanied by enjoyment, so much 
the better, although in grave cases 
only passive movements and the sim- 
plest of active movements in bed or 
chair may be necessary at first.

All Carriers Come Close to 
Setting Record for 
December. 


Washington, February 16.—Rail- 


road earnings during December ‘came 
close to setting a new high record for 
several years, according to complete 
returns of the @ass one carriers com- 
piled today from interstate commerce 
commission records. The total reve- 
nues from operation were $513,575,< 
000 during the month, or 20 per cent 
more than in December of 1921 and 
the net income was $79,154,000 as 
compared with $78,869,000 during the 
Same month a year ago. This earn- 
ing rate, if maintained, would give 


an annual return of 5.15 per cent 
on the value of all property used for 
transportation, according to a state. 
ment of the association of railway exe« 
cufives, commenting on the returns. 

For the year of 1922, the net in- 
come of class one railroads, the asso- 
ciation estimated, was $776,421,000, 
which actually represented a return 
of 4.14 per cent on railroad capital, 
and is still below the level of earnings 
to which the interstate commerce com> 
mission has declared railroads entitled 
by its fair return standards. In 1921 
the net income of the same roads was 
trometer Eleven railroads har- 
ing ‘annual revenues in excess of 
$1,000,000 and enumerated in the class 
one compilations and the totals given 
represent the earnings of more than 
eighty per cent of the entire rail 
mileage of the country. 

While the extraordinarily heavy 
business during December is attri- 
buted officially to the general] better 
ment of business conditions and heavy 
crop movements, in some degree it is 
also held to be dne to the damming 
up of commerce during the summer 
months by the prolonged rail and 
coal mine strikes. 

Southern railroads had a larger 
proportion of the earnings that those 
in other sections of the country, the 
statements said, adding that their 
earnings of $13,103,000 during the 
month represented an annual return 
rate of 5.63 per cent.
